On Monday the Elders were all in 
Council and the large audience of peo- 
ple anxiously awaited the time set 
for the meeting to begin. The first 
service the large Auditorium was fill- 
ed to its capacity and continued to be 
filled from time to time until the clos- 
ing moments Saturday, Oct. 25, at 
3:40 p. m. 

It was truly wonderful to meet with 
the folks. Some of them we had been 
acquainted with for many years but 
some we had never met before. It 
made our hearts rejoice to meet with 
those who had been in this good way 
for so many years. We got acquainted 
with some of them at the Assembly 
in 1910. They have grown old but are 
still in the good fight of faith. 

The most effective service of the 
Assembly was when the ministers 
who were over sixty years all gather- 
ed on the platform and sang, “I am 
bound For the Promised Land.”

It will surety be a great time on the 
resurrection morn when all the faith- 
ful arise from their graves and meet 
the Lord in the air and ever be with 
the redeemed while the ceaseless ages 
of eternity roll on. It is truly wonder- 
ful to meet with so many of God’s 
children down here and to know there 
are thousands who could not come 
who will be in that great home com- 
ing in the air.

If we 
do our best surely the Lord will help 
us and cause His face to shine upon 
us.

Y.P.E. At 
Oneonta, Ala. 


On Oct. 13 we organized a Y. P. E. 
near Oneonta, Ala. with a member- 
ship of more than twenty. This is a 
community center where people from 
the different denominations meet for 
Sunday School and church. As yet no 


homes that have secured their 
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Tennessee and of course in the near future we will have to com- 
ply with this request, the Octagon Soap Company has mailed me 
a price list and they will furnish all the equipment we need 
for these homes in exchange for soap wrappers. I would like 
to have by Dec. 20 two hundred and fifty thousand soap wrap- 
pers. We are asking all of our people to mail us their soap wrap- 
pers collected together. It has been suggested by the agent of 
the Octagon Soap Company that these wrappers be put in bun- 
dles of 100 or 1,000 each so it will save the counting when they 
get to Headquarters. I have testimonies from several orphanage 


soap wrappers. If all of our people who use Octagon soap will 
send us the wrappers, twelve months from today we will have 
one of the best equipped orphanages in the State of Tennessee. 
Now comé on and let’s put this over. In places where people 
cannot secure Octagon soap the company has proposed to ship 
it to them. Ia fact, they made a proposition to me that where 
we could take the soap in large quantities they would ship it 
to the people at wholesale price, but of course this would have 
to be in large quantities.

(2)—The Assembly also adopted a 
recommendation which provides a Fi- 
nance Committee for each local church 
where practical, composed of clerk, 
treasurer and another member. The 
duty of that committee is to receive 
and check all funds; all disbursements 
to be endorsed by treasurer and one 
member of said committee. 


It was also unanimously agreed 
that state overseers move into the 
state or territory over which he is 
appointed. It was further agreed that 
each local church be furnished with 
a quarterly conference blank which is’ 


The Assembly also accepted a rec- 
ommendation which provides that each 
local church refrain from setting forth 
applicants for the ministry until the 
district pastor and state overseer is 
conferred with. In other words, they 
should get the consent of the district 
and state overseer. 


(3)—It was further agreed that 
ministers whose license have been 
revoked be required to go thru. the

so to ministers who have resigned 
their ministry for a period of time. 


(4)—Complying with a recommen- 
dation accepted by the Assembly the 
committee appointed to compile all 
the acts of the Assembly that are now 
in vogue will complete their work as 
soon as possible. Name of said book 
shall be “Acts of the General Asseem- 
bly and Teachings of the Church of 
God.” This book will be on sale at the 
Publishing House when completed. 
Brother Letsinger, the editor, will 
put a notice in the Evangel when it 
is off the press. 


(5)—The Assembly also adopted a 
recommendation that a ministers’ 
fund be created for the purpose of 
taking care of our aged ministers and 
the Assembly advises that benefactors 
remember the Aged Ministers Fund 
while making their wills. 


(6)—The Assembly adopted a rec- 
ommendation of the Twelve Counsel- 
lors and the Superintendent of Edu- 
eation creating a Perpetual Loan Fund 
for the purpose of helping worthy 
Bible students. 


An Endowment Fund was also 
created for the educating of the min- 
istry. Said funds will be in the hands 
of the Board of Education. Full ex- 
planation of same will be given in 
the Minutes that are now being print- 
ed. 


(7)—The Bible Training Corre- 
spondence Course was transferred to 
the Superintendent of Education, and 
those contemplating taking this course 
should correspond with J. H. Walker, 
Superintendent of Education, Cleve- 
land, Tenn. 


We advise that all state overseers 
who are permanently located (or as 
soon as they are located) give us 
their addresses “at once” so same can 
be put in the next issue of the Evan- 
gel. This is very important in order 
that the treasurers of local churches 
may know where to send tithes due 
their state overseers. 


The increase of the church for the 
previous year is a record breaker.
